vention concluded with the nomination 
of lames S. Sherman of New York 
for vice-president amid a llnal roar of 
tumultuous demonstration. 


Scene of Wild Enthusiasm. 


The picture within the walls of the 


vast amphitheater an the presidential 
candidate was named Thursday was 
one, truly gradlose In Ita magnitude. 
In front, to the right and left, below 
and above, tho billowing sea of hu- 
manity, restless after hours of wait- 
Ing ami stirred from one emotion to 
another, was In a fever of expectancy 
for the culminating vote. The favorite 
wins of other states had been named, 
save Knox and 1^» Folk-tie, and now 
on the roll call came Ohio. 


As Iho Hucki-yo state was reached, 


the tall, gaunt form of Theodore K. 
Ihirton. with student-like 
face 
and 


K«.Vero black clerical garb, advanced to 
tho platform to nominate Ohio's can- 
didate, 
lit- spoke fervently, with tho 


slnrlng volre of an evangelist, which 
went ringing through the great build- 
Ing 
The close of 
his 
speech 
of 


nomination was the signal for loosing 
the long n«ni-up feeling of tho Taft 
legions. 
Instantly tho Ohio delegates 


were on their feet, other Taft states 
following, while tho convention hosts. 
In gallery and on floor, broke Into mad 
demonstration. For 10, 15, 'JO minutes, 
this uproar continued. 
At last tho 


tlrod voices died down to a hoarse 
Bhoul. and subsided. 


Seconded by Knight. 


This lull now gave the opportunity 


for tho speech seconding Taft's nom- 
ination, by George II. Knight of Cali- 
fornia, his big. round face beaming 
forth on the sympathetic multitude, 
and his splendid baritone volco well- 
1m; forth like the tones of a great 
church organ. 
California's tribute to 


Taft was brief and fervid. Now there 
was another lull In tho Taft movement, 
while the remaining candidates wero 
placed In nomination. 


It was late In the afternoon before 


the convention, now literally swelter- 
ing with the Intense heat and weary 
after nearly seven hours of continuous 
session, reached the end of tho Hood 
of elonuence anil iho decks wore at 
last cleared for iho culminating act. 


Demonitratlon for La Follette. 


Hut. no; Just as tho last swell of 


oratory, tho seconding speech for La 
Follette, had died away, like a cyclone 
from a clear sky burst a IM Follette 
demonstration which swept tho con- 
vention from Its very bearings. 
U 


was the same deafening wavo ot sound 
that had greeted Roosevelt Wednesday 
and Taft a little while before. Intense 
and maddening and with the vital ring 
of genuine enthusiasm. ' It seemed as 
lhough Wisconsin had suddenly peo- 
pled every foot of the galleries. The 
delegates sat calm and waiting, ex 
cept tho frantic Wlsconslns. but tho 
convention for the tlmo being was In 
the possession of the galleries. 


Now a singular transformation oc> 


cimvd — gradually 
tho 
whirlwind 


veered from La Folletto to Roosevelt 


Amid this pandemonium, and wtlh 


the galleries In full control. Chairman 
Lodge decided upon heroic action In 
order again to make tho convention 
master of Ha affairs. 
Ho ordered the 


call of states to begin for tho 
roll

vote on president. Such a call, under 
such circumstances of Intense 
con- 


fusion, has probably never before oc- 
curred in tho history of national con- 
ventions. 
Tho secretary was power- 


less to make his call of the states 
heard above Iho deafening 
clamor. 


Seizing a megaphone he shouted the 
roll of states—Alabama, Arkansas— 
but his volco was swallowed up lu the 
mad uproar. 
Gradually, however, the 


curloslly of Iho multitude conquered 
their enthusiasm, and they lapsed Into 
sllenco to hear the result of tho roll 
call. 


A hush of expectancy hung over 


tho assembly as the call 
proceeded. 


Hasty summarlos showed that Taft 
was far In advance. When New York 
was reached the Taft column totaled 
427. 
Ohio carried tho Taft total to 


Cll. or 20 more than enough to nom- 
inate. Still the call went on until tho 
llnal result was announced by Chair- 
man Lodge:

Sherman for Second Place. 


Tho nominal Ion for the vice-presi- 


dency was not made 
until 
Friday. 


When tho convention adjourned fof 
the day Thursday Iho situation ro- 
gardlng second place on the ticket was 
locldedly unsettled, but before tho del- 
Agates mot Friday an arrangement had 
been perfected for Iho Taft delegates 
to support Representative James S. 
Sherman of New York as the running 
mate of the secretary of war. 


Throe names were placed In nomi- 


nation when tho chairman announced 
that nominations wero in order. Sher- 
man was namod as New York's choice 
by Tim Woodruff, former lieutenant 
governor of tho state; Gov. Curtis 
Guild of Massachusetts was placed In 
nomination by Senator Lodge, and 12x- 
Gov. Franklin Murphy of New Jersey 
was namod by Thomas N. McCarter. 
Several brief seconding speeches wero 
made for each candidate. 


When tho roll call was begun It was 


soon scon that Sherman was tho popu- 
lar choice of tho delegates.

enough votes had been cast to Insure 
his 
nomination 
Senator 
Crano of 


Massachusetts moved that It bo made 
unanimous and It was carried with a 
shout of approval. 


Tho usual motions of acknowledg- 


ment to the oltlcers of the convention 
and lo tho city In which it was held 
wero then passed.

Tho second day of the Republican 


national convention brought the long- 
expected Roosevelt yell, a whirlwind of 
nnthUHlBBtn which raged within

lime presented to the timid the spec- 
ter of a Roosfivelt stampede. 


This demonstration was decidedly 


tho feature of a day otherwise notable 
for a stirring speccli from the perma- 
nent chairman of tho convention. Sen.

At the seventh annual convention of

visors of state banks, held at St. Paul,

The controller of the currency has au- 
thority to appoint receivers for In-
